would become of your reputation ? That is only fit for 
lesser stars, for second-rate composers, for Schwindl, 
Zappa, Ricci, and the like. Name a single great com- 
poser, with a proper estimate of himself, who would 
take such a paltry step. Off with you to Paris, and 
that quickly ; set great men before you — aut Ccesar, aut 
nihil. The mere thought of seeing Paris ought to have 
kept you clear of every casual event. From Paris 
the name and fame of a man of genius spreads through 
the whole world. There the nobility treat genius 
with the greatest condescension, respect, and polite- 
ness ; there an elegant manner of life prevails, which 
contrasts surprisingly with the coarseness of our 
German gentry, and there you may perfect yourself in 
the French tongue. 

As for what concerns the society of Wendling, and 
the rest, you need not trouble yourself about it. You 
have known them a long time, and has not your 
mother observed them ? Were you both blind? No, 
I know how it must be. You were taken with them, 
and then feared to contradict yourselves. I feel hurt 
that you should both have been wanting in confidence 
and the candour to inform me circumstantially of every- 
thing; I have related to the elector exactly what you 
told me, and after a time everything must come out. 
You wished to spare me trouble, and you have brought 
a deluge of troubles on my head that nearly overwhelms 
me. You know and have had a thousand proofs that 
God has given me a sound understanding, and that 
my head is still in its right place^-that I have often 
found a way out of the most perplexed and difficult 
affairs, and have foreseen and advised upon many 
matters ; what then could have kept you from asking 
my advice, and acting according to my wishes? My 
son, you should consider me as your sincere friend as 
well as your vigilant father ; think if I have not at all 
times treated you as a friend, and served you as 
a servant serves his master, procuring you every 
possible enjoyment and pleasure that is right and 
proper, often with the greatest inconvenience to 
myself. 
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A Lover of Music. — Walsh's edition of the Messiah, the first 
ever printed, and the plates of which are now the property 
of J. A. Novello, has been followed in Novello's edition. 
The text, as written by Handel himself, is strictly ad- 
hered to in the passage, "And the glory of the Lord;" 
but, practically, the word " glory " is sung to two quavers. 
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Agbuuth (near Liverpool). — A concert was given here, 
in connection with the Working Men's Association, on the 
17th of November. Miss Jessie Hammond, Mrs. Jones, 
Mr. Ferrie, Mr. Sadler, and Mr. Williams, were the 
vocalists. A patriotic song, entitled " A Soldier's Song," 



written by James Ballantine, Esq., of Edinburgh, and 
composed by Mr. Joseph Skeaf, jun., was rapturously 
encored. The whole was under Mr. Skeaf's direction. 

Alnwick, — The Alnwick Amateur Choral Society gave 
their fifth public concert, in the Town Hall, on the 10th ult., 
which was very numerously attended by the inhabitants of 
the town and surrounding district. There were between 
400 and 500 persons present. Mr. Benjamin Thompson 
is the teacher and conductor of the choir, and deserves 
much credit for the taste and perseverance with which he 
manages the rehearsals. Mr. George A. Reay, organist, 
presided at the pianoforte. The concert, as usual, was 
divided into two parts, sacred and secular. 

Birkenhead, — The first concert of the recently formed 
society, called " The Birkenhead Amateur Musical Union," 
took place on the 17th of November, at the Craven Rooms. 
The music was very well and spiritedly rendered. The 
choruses were given with precision and effect, and much 
credit is due to Mr. E. Gunton, the conductor, for his 
admirable drilling. 

Birmingham. — Handel's oratorio, Judas Maecabaus., 
was given at the Town Hall on the 5th of November, in 
aid of the Relief Fund for the sufferers in India, by the 
members of the Festival Choral Society, who volunteered 
their services upon the occasion. The principal vocalists 
were Miss Rainforth, Miss A. Hill, Mrs. Hayward, 
Messrs. T. Williams, Farrell, and Thomas. Leader, Mr. 
Hayward; organist Mr. i. Stimpson; conductor, Mr. 
W. C. Stockley. 

Birmingham. — The Apollo Glee and Friendly Society 
held their eighth anniversary dinner at the Greyhound Inn, 
on the 11th of November, when upwards of 70 persons 
sat down ; Mr, W, Savage presiding, and Mr. C. Fletcher 
fulfilling the duties of vice-chairman. An appropriate 
selection of music was performed by Messrs, Stilliard, 
Heritage, Kimberley, Morley, Smith, Ward, Campion, 
and Hilliar; Mr. Bladon officiating as aceompanyist. 

Bishop's Auckland. — On Friday evening, Oct. 23rd r a 
meeting was held in the Barrington School, consisting of 
persons desirous of promoting the cultivation of vocal 
and instrumental music. Dr. Thwaites took the chair, 
and those presenfresolved themselves into a society, to be 
called "The Bishop's Auckland Philharmonic Society." 
Various resolutions were passed, indicating the way in 
which the members considered the society ought to be 
conducted. The management of the details was vested in 
a committee, having for their president Dr. Thwaites. 
Mr. Astrop, organist of St. Ann's church, was appointed 
conductor; Mr. Brotherton, organist of St. Andrew's, 
organist; Mr. W. Kilburn, jun., pianist; and Mr. Tait, 
secretary and treasurer. The thanks of the meeting were 
given to the Rev. G. E. Green, for his kindness in consent- 
ing to the use of the Barrington School for the weekly 
practice; and, after a vote of thanks to the chairman, the 
meeting separated. Many of the principal inhabitants 
have given handsome subscriptions to defray the expenses 
incidental to the commencement of such a society. 

Bradford. — Jackson's oratorio, The Deliverance of 
Israel, was performed in St. George's Hall, on Mon- 
day, the 2nd of November, with Yorshire talent only. 
Mr. Jackson himself conducted. The principal singers 
were Mrs. Sunderland, Miss Freeman, Mr. Inkersall, Mr. 
Wilson, and Mr. Hinchcliffe. Mr. J. Burton presided at 
the organ. The band was selected from Leeds, Bradford, 
Halifax, and neighbouring villages. The chorus consisted 
of the Bradford Festival Choral Society and the Bradford 
Choral Union, strengthened by a few select voices from 
neighbouring towns. The whole numbered nearly 300 
performers. As a whole, the performance was good. The 
band had but one rehearsal, consequently, were not quite 
equal to the chorus, which had been well and carefully 
drilled by the composer. In fact, the chorus was all that 
could be desired. There was plenty of power for the 
stronger parts of the music, which wa3 performed with

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admirable precision ; and the light and shade were given 
with great judgment and delicacy. Mrs. Sunderland was 
in excellent voice; her rendering of the difficult song, 
"And shall we then again behold?" elicited great ap- 
plause. Of Miss Freeman's singing we cannot speak too 
highly. She gave the recitative, "All health, great 
kin?," w ' tn mucn spirit ; and the only contralto air of the 
oratorio, " How dim the stars," with tenderness and 
solemnity- Mr. Inkersall sang very carefully, and with 
much feeling. His first song, " By the deep streams of 
Babylon," — a beautiful expression of deep manly sorrow, 
not a passionate strain of grief, — made a deep impression 
on the audience, and prepared them for the great treat in 
store. The unaccompanied chorus for men's voices, 
"God of Jacob," which follows, by its delicate, yet 
earnest delivery, showed that the chorus-singers were fully 
up to their work. The hall was well filled by a thoroughly 
musical audience, and the applause was often both loud 
and long, amounting, in three instances, to an encore, 
which could not be refused. This was a tribute of praise 
to Mr. Jackson's work of a very high order. The pieces 
re-demanded were the terzetto, " How brilliant is each 
future scene;" the march and chorus, "He comes, or- 
dained of yore ; " and the soprano air, " And shall we 
then again behold 1 " Mr. Jackson is evidently possessed 
of genius and innate musical power. His production is 
not a feeble imitation, or compound of imitations. The 
descriptive chorus, " But, lo! terrific o'er the lofty dome," 
— a composition of terrific grandeur, — and the chorus, 
"0 God, how terrible art thou," are fit to be placed by 
the side of any chorus of ancient or modern writers. Some 
of the recitatives, also, are of startling power, especially 
Daniel's address to Belshazzar, in the third part. On Mr. 
Jackson's return to the orchestra, after the interval, he 
was received with a burst of enthusiastic cheering, and 
again at the close of the performance. — From a Cor- 
respondent. 

Canterbury. — A new Musical Union Iras been formed 
in this town, comprised of both professional and amateur 
musicians. The society has been established for the prac- 
tice of choral music, and already numbers 70 members. 
It is contemplated that not less than four public perform- 
ances will be given in each year. The leader is Mr. 
C. Lyon ; organist, Mr. T. Gouldcn ; and conductor, Mr. 
Longhurst. 

Cheltenham. — A concert of sacred music was given by 
the Amateur Sacred Harmonic Society, on Wednesday 
evening, November 18th, at their room, St. James's 
Square. The performance throughout was satisfactory. 
The bass song, " Boiling in foaming billows," the air, 
". With verdure clad," and a 'remarkably pretty trio, 
"I will sing of mercy" (V. Novello), were carefully 
sung, and were honored with an encore. 

Chepstow. — A concert in aid of the Indian Relief 
Fund is announced for the 1st of December, to be given 
by the amateurs of Chepstow, assisted by Miss Lizzie 
Phelps, of Gloucester ; Mr. Charles Stevens, ef Bath; 
and Mr. J. Haines, of Lydney. Mr. R. W. Drew is the 
conductor. 

Clifton Vocal Association. — The members of this 
society invited a few of their friends, on the 10th of last 
mouth, to hear them sing Spohr's oratorio, the Last 
Judgment, which was performed in a most creditable 
manner. A few weeks previous to this concert, Men- 
delssohn's Hymn of Praise was also given to a party of 
friends, by invitation. 

Dover.— The General Baptist Chapel of this town had 
their annual tea meeting, and performance of sacred music, 
on the 10th of November. There was a highly respectable 
audience, and the music, comprising anthems and portions 
of oratorios, was well executed. The solo performers were 
Miss Reid, Miss Igsrlesden, Mr. George Binfield, and 
Mr. J. C. Doorne. The choir was under the direction of 
Mr. R. Elgar, and during a part of the performance the 
organ was played by Mr. Newbery. 



Ely. — The Amateur Musical Society gave their second 
conceit on Tuesday, Oct. 27th. Mrs. Wiine, of London, 
was engaged for the occasion. The other vocalists were 
Messrs. Helmore, Meacham, Barton, Kempton, Aspland, 
and Skelding. The instrumental performers acquitted 
themselves in a satisfactory manner, under the skilful 
leadership of Mr. Skelding. 

Frodsham (Cheshire). — The Frodsham Vocal Amateurs 
gave their second musical entertainment, consisting of 
glees, madrigals, and solos, in the Town Hall, on Friday, 
November 6th. A crowded audience greeted their ap- 
pearance, and seemed highly gratified with the perform- 
ances. Mr. E. Cuzner, of Chester Cathedral, has been 
instructor of the members in music, and to his exertions 
they are greatly indebted for their present advanced 
position. 

Greenock, (Scotland). — The Scotish Vocal Music 
Association has secured the services of Mr. T. L. Hately, 
as their musical director. The object of this association 
is to promote throughout Scotland the cultivation of vocal 
music in the home, the school, and the congregation ; and 
also to advance the diffusion of a literature calculated 
to elevate and refine religious and moral thought and 
feeling among the people. 

Hinckley. — The managers engaged in the getting up 
of the benefit concert, in favour of the widow of the late 
W. Burrows, have had the pleasure of handing over 
£2 10s. as the proceeds. Mrs. Burrows tenders her best 
thanks to the musical friends of her late husband, who 
have so kindly interested themselves in her behalf. The 
singers upon this occasion were Mr. and Mrs. Baraclough, 
Messrs. Riddle, Kilmister, Harrold, Fielding, Bonner, 
and Mills. 

Kenninoton. — A lecture on Psalmody was delivered 
at Esher Street Chapel, Kenington Lane, on Thursday, 
Nov. 5th, by Hadrill. The lecture was illustrated by 
a very efficient choir of twenty-five voices, all members of 
some of our leading musical societies, and who kindly 
gave their assistance to the lecturer. The illustrations of 
the kind of psalmody the lecturer advocated for use in 
public worship, were admirable specimens of Church 
Music, and were effectively sung by the choir. Several 
well-selected anthems followed, and the lecture terminated 
with a vote of thanks to the lecturer and his choir. 

Kislingboby. — On Tuesday evening, October 27th, 
the members of the Kislingbury Musical Union gave 
their first concert of secular music, in the large school- 
room, Mr. H. A. Barker presiding at the pianoforte, and 
Miss Gardner, principal soprano, both of Northampton, 
being engaged for the occasion. The selection was 
principally from the Glee-Hive, Musical Timet, and 
Novello's Part-Song Book, together with "Down in a 
flowery vale " (Fesfa), " The Village Chorister " 
(Moschelles), and "The Tramp Chorus" (Sir H. R. 
Bishop). The solo in the last-named chorus was very 
efficiently rendered by Miss Gardner, as was also the 
duetto, "The Singing Lesson" (Barnett), by Miss 
Gardner and Mr. John Billingham. The performance 
altogether met with general approbation. 

Leek (Staffordshire). — A new musical society, called 
the Leek Choral Society, has been formed in this town ; 
thirty-seven members have been enrolled, and great good 
is expected to result from the society's operations. 

Leicester. — Messrs. C. and H. Nicholson gave their 
Annual Benefit Concert on the 26th of October. The 
artistes engaged in the performance were Mr. and Mrs. 
Lockey, Miss Banks, Mr. H. Buckland, Messrs. H. and 
R. Blagrove, Aylward, A. and H. Nicholson, with a full 
band and chorus. 

Leicester Concerts for the People. — The first of 
the series was given on the 24th of October, and went off 
very satisfactorily. Miss Julia Bleaden, Miss Deacon, 
Messrs. Lockey, Blagrove, A. Nicholson, and Aylward, 
assisted in the performances. The arrangements for these 
concerts are under the direction ef Mr. H. Nicholson.

Oldham. — The Messiah was performed by the Oldham 
Musical Society and the Oldham Borough Choral Society 
on the 16th ult., Mr. J. Winterbottom being the con- 
ductor, and Mr. Thomas Jackson the leader. The 
principal performers were Miss Witham, Mrs. Winter- 
bottom, Mr. G. Cooper, and Mr. Hinchcliffe, of Leeds. 
The orchestra comprised 120 performers. The solos and 
choruses were very efficiently sung. 

OondLb. — The Choral Society of this town gave two 
concerts, morning and evening, on Wednesday, the 27th 
ult., which were attended by a very numerous audience. 
The performances on this occasion evinced great im- 
provement in the choruses, and the careful singing and 
good intonation of the glees and quartetts deserve much 
praise. A very pleasing anthem, composed by the con- 
ductor, Mr. F. King, elicited the highest encomiums. 

Portsea.— *A concert was given at St. George's Hall, 
on the 24th ult., for the benefit of the wives and children 
of soldiers residing in this borough, whose husbands have 
gone to India. The principal vocalists were Mr. and 
Mrs. Paget, of London, who kindly gave their services. 
There was a full and efficient orchestra, conducted by 
Mr. J. Smith. Pianist, Mr. T. E. Bell. 

Scabbobocgh. — A. new choir has been formed in the 
Parish Church of Scarborough, by the organist, Mr. 
Naylor, for the performance of " musical services '' similar 
to those used in the Leeds church. The contrast from 
the former style of music Was great, and the majority of 
the congregation appeared to be much pleased with the 
change. 

Stalybridge Harmonic Society. — The thirteenth 
annual performance of this society took place in the 
Town Hall on the 12th ult., when the favorite oratorio of 
the Messiah was rendered in admirable style. As usual, 
the attendance was very numerous, and tbe audience 
gave frequent manifestations of their high appreciation of 
the manner in which both the choruses and the various 
solos, &c, were performed. The principal vocalists were 
Mrs. Sunderland, Mrs. Tomkins, Mrs. Brooke, Mr. 
Inkersall, and Mr. Armstrong. The total number of per- 
formers amounted to one hundred. Mr. J. Swallow 
officiated as leader, and Mr. S. Garlick as conductor. 

Surbiton (Kingston-on-Thames). — A class of ladies 
and gentlemen, called " The Surbiton Choral Union," has 
been formed in the above-named place. The meetings 
are held weekly, at the houses of the members, in- rotation ; 
when vocal part-music, sacred and secular, chiefly with- 
out accompaniments, is sung. The conductor is Mr. 
Samuel Gee. 

Surrey Gardens. — A juvenile concert was held at the 
Royal Surrey Gardens Music Hall, on the 3rd of Novem- 
ber, the choir consisting of an efficient number of 
children, selected from the 3000 who sang at the recent 
Tonic Sol-fa concert at the Crystal Palace. The pro- 
gramme was the same as the one used upon that occasion, 
and the music was equally well performed. During the 
interval between the parts, the Rev. J. Curweh, the 
originator and promoter of the Tonic Sol-fa movement, 
delivered a brief lecture on the method. 

West London Sacred Choral Society. — This society 
gave its twelfth public performance on Friday evening, 
Oct. 30th, at the Marylebone Literary and Scientific 
Institution, Edwards Street, Portman Square. The per- 
formance consisted of a selection from the works of 
Handel. Haydn, Biihler, Mendelssohn, and Beethoven, 
with Mozart's Twelfth Mass. The solo parts were sus- 
tained by Miss Chambers, Mrs. Clayton, Mrs. Dixon, Mr. 
W. Davis, and Mr. G. Winn, supported by a band and 
chorus of one hundred performers. The whole passed off 
with great spirit and precision, under the able con- 
ductorship of Mr. H. C. Freeman. There was a numerous 
attendance, and the audience, by their continual plaudits, 
appeared to be highly gratified. 

Weybridge. — Choral classes are about to be established 
here, under the musical direction of Mr. Samuel Gee, 



organist and choir-master to the parish church of St. 
Peter ; and having the names of the rector and the Rev. 
Thomas Spyers as patrons. 

Woolwich. — The members of the Harmonic Society 
held their first meeting of the season, for practice, on 
Wednesday, the 28th of October, under the direction of 
Mr. Davis. Several new members were announced by 
the secretary, Mr. Arthur Wilson, and there is every 
probability that numerous inhabitants of Woolwich will 
avail themselves of this opportunity of joining a good 
musical society. 

Woolwich. — A concert was held in the Carriage 
Department of the Royal Arsenal here, on Saturday, 
Nov. 21st, in aid of the funds of the Ladies' Committee 
for the relief of the wives and children of soldiers who 
have left the garrison for India. The vocalists were the 
Misses Brougham, Mr. Genge, Mr. Daries, and the Wool- 
wich Harmonic Society, assisted by members of other 
societies ; and the instrumentalists were the band of the 
Royal Carriage Department, the Woolwich Campanologian 
Band, Miss Mascall and Mr. Fitzgerald (pianoforte), and 
Mr. Wilkinson (violin). The room, which was a large 
workshop, was well filled with a respectable audience, 
amounting to about 2000 and upwards. It was beautifully 
fitted up with evergreens, gas stars ( and other devices. 

Wortley. — A new organ was opened here on the 
12th ult., when a selection of sacred music was sung by 
Mrs. Sunderland, Miss Newell, and an efficient choir. 
The organ was built by Mr. Holt, of Leeds, who presided 
on the occasion, and shewed in a masterly style the quali- 
ties of the instrument. 

Bridgnorth. — On the 3rd ult., an evening concert, in 
connection with the recently formed Harmonic Society, 
came off in the New Assembly Rooms. The band and 
chorus consisted of upwards of thirty performers, and 
were conducted by Mr. J. Sewell. Amongst the singers 
were Mr. Mason and Miss Mason. Mr. Charles Roden, of 
Broseley. played a solo on the violin with great taste ; and 
the performance of " Oberon," a solo on the pianoforte, by 
Mr. J. Sewell, elicited much applause. The arrange- 
ments were well managed by Mr. Pidduck, hon. sec. 

Lincoln.— On the 26th of October, Mr. F. M. Ward 
gave an evening concert, in the Corn Exchange, under 
distinguished patronage. The vocalists were Miss S. Cole 
and Mrs. Paget, of London ; Miss East, a pupil of 
Mr. Ward ; and Mr. Ward himself, who also presided at 
the pianoforte. Solo violin, Herr VY'allerstein.
